OiT.iw.A., Feb. 2. — it has been my duty 
for a number of yean past to attend ihe 
opening of our Dominion parliament, and 
1 can frankly .say tliat during my journal- 
istic o.\i)orionci), o.^tunding over many 
yi'aiH, I novur saw a nioro liriUiaiit aflSeiu- 
blai,'u than that which fi;athered in the 
.Sunalii C.'hauibur on Tliuraday afturnooii. 
'riio lloor <if tho llud Chamber was occu- 
pied by a bevy of beauties attired in i he 
richest costumes, of which any country in 
the world might be proud. Tho fair hi x, 
taking advanti\go uf the gallantry of llnj 
senators in yielding up tliuir .sijats for llio 
day, occupied every inch of vacant apace, 
wiiilo tho gallerius worn .sim|)ly packed 
witli siglitseurs. The great demand lor 
tickets of adminnion wa.s undoubtedly doe 
to the fact that this is the first occasiun 
on which Lord Stfiiiloy lias opened tho 
Canadian parliament and the popularity 
which lio and his niniable consort have 
already nchievcd. The ( !ovt!rn(>r-( Jenunil 
was attended b^- a brilliant military sulti;, 
and British Columbia was wortiiily ropru- 
seuted in tho new creation of i)rovincifd 
in'i/«'.< lie citini) by Lieut. -Colonel Prior, 
who looked exceedingly well in his hand- 
some uniform. 

Lord Stanley read his speach both in 
English and I'rencli in a clear and reson- 
ant voice, which ci)\ild be lieiuil in every 
part of the eharnbei'. Tlie I'^ivnch mem- 
bers were delighted with the second por- 
tion of tho goverM(a''.s task, pniising Ins 
accent mi.stintedly. .\t the coneluaiun, 
the comnKjner.'i, who hud attended the 
MtDh-i: ill large lumibers returned to tlien- 
chamber and soon the u]>per chamber was 
deserted. 

THE SPEECH. 

The speech from the throne contains 
nothing of a very startling character, al- 
though some useful measures are prom- 
ised. To British Colimiljia the chief topic 
of interest is undoubtedly the .announce- 
ment of the goverinuent'.s intention to 
ask p.-irliainent to vote a subsiily f(jr the 
proposed fast lino of steamships to China 
and .Japan. It was, of course, well 
known that the Imperial government hail 
consented to subsidize this lino on condi- 
tion that Canada did tho same, and the 
intention of parliament to deal with this 
matter this session is looked upon as an 
evidence that before twelve nuintlis are 
over the contract will have actually gone 
into eii'ect. With regard to the directliue 
to Australia it is liardly expected th'tt a 
subsidy will be asked for this year— tlie 
deaire of the government being, actually, 
to secure the co-operation of the Austra- 
lian colonics in such an important matter. 
Replies to the invitations sent out by the 
governnieiiL for an intercolonial con- 
ference, to be held in Ottawa, are ex- 
pected by the next mail, and in the event 
of that conference taking place, doubtless 
as a result of it we shall find an arrange- 
ment made for direct steam communica- 
tion between Canadaaiid Anstralasij. It 
is too soon yet to speak of the scope of 
the nu^asur(!H mentioned in the speech, 
but taken on the whole, 1 venture to 
think that they will be found of a most 
useful cbaraeter.

No Hel/.iircs of Spalers Made Last Year Ue- 
cause tlie U. H. (joveriiment Uld Not Ui-- 
sire to Have Side Itsues liaised Pendlut; 
NeKOtlatlons Conneetad With the Fish 
erles Treaty.

There was an unusually sliort debate on 
the address, but four speeches being de- 
livered. Messrs. White and Lepino ac- 
quitted themselves so well in their Grst 
attempt ab parliamentary- speaking that a 
recognition of the merits of their eflbrts 
was general. Mr. Laurier,was jiarticularly 
kind ill his graceful references both to 
iMr. White and his lamented f ither, sug- 
gesting to not u few li.steiieis that after 
all political hostility does not necessarily 
preclude the recognition of an oiiponent's 
merits nor the existence of personal 
friendship unioiig those whom the acci- 
dent of political life acjyaiaiod int.. .jp|ji)s- 
ing camps. Of course, the chief interest 
in the debate Lay in tlie s])eeclies of Mr. 
Laurier and Sir .lolm. The oiijiosition 
leader was in a good liinnor and con- 
tented liiniself with making a superficial 
criticism of the paragraphs in the speech 
and to a few satirical and facetious re- 
marks relative to paragraphs which he 
thougiit .slifinhl h.-ivi; been there. He re- 
ferred incidentalty to the proposal to ex- 
tend our trade with Australasia and tho 
West Indies, and taunted the Govern- 
ment with decliimig to move in the 
direction of increased trade with ournear- 
uBt neighbors. In reply to this Sir John 
reniindud him that since the abrogation 
of the treaty of b^iVl, in bSlK?, by the 
United States, repeaKid ellbrts had been 
made by the goverumiMit of Canada to 
have trad(( relaliuuH with that cnuntry 
extended, but without tlie desired re- 
sults, and lie pointed out that recent ut- 
terances of public men on tlie other side 
the boundary liiU' ]irovedlhat extensi(ui 
could only be obliined upidi conditions 
which would bo humiliating to Canada— 
which would make Canada "the subser- 
vient outskirts of the United States," con- 
ditions which the people of this country 
would never ondorso. This is the whole 
secret of the opposition's mistake in boom- 
ing unrestricted reciprocity when tho peo- 
ple of the United States will only meet us 
on trade matters on terms which it would 
be degrading to Canada to accept. 

THE PREMIHr's OREETINOS. 

n the conimnii.min the opoiiiiig day the 
liroceedings were of slnu't duration. Sev- 
eral new niBinbors were introduced, 
riiat veritable "chustnut," the oaths bill, 
which never gets beyond the flrat read- 
ing, made its appearance and then tho ad- 
journniont followed. Sir John Jlacdon- 
ald is in spleniled liealth, and was grceleil 
by scores of membiiis. .■\moiig those 
who joined in this demonstration wen.' 
([uite a number of tho liberals. When 
Sir John had done with the throng on his 
own side of the House lie crossed orei 
into tho liberal precincts, and witli gonuine 
cordiality greeted asiiiiany as came within 
his reach. Among these was Mr. Laurier, 
ho bowed most respectfully and ox- 
chanped mutual good wishes with the pre- 
iniar. Next to him sat Mr. Blake, who 
smiled as Sir John extended hia hand and 
bade him a hearty welcome back to the 
HoURo. Mr. Rlake acknowledged this 
token of fi ienilshiij most, emirtoonsly, nnd 
tlio chieftain after another shako of the 
hand passed on. 

WHERE TUEY SIT. 

Consciqtiont nn the changes in the cab- 
inet since last session, there has been 
quite a re-arrangement of the seats occu- 
pied by tho members of tho government. 
Hon. Mr. Foster, as linanco minister, has 
come down to the front row and ocoupiea 
the seat next to the premier, while Hon. 
Charles H. Tupper sits at the desk vacat- 
ed by Mr. Foster. Hon. Jildward IJewd- 
ney, tho new minister of the interior, oc- 
cupies the place ao brilliantly fillod by tlio 
late Hon. Thomas White. Beside hi)n 



Wa.siunoton, Feb, 8. — Tho proposed 
investigation of the house committee, on 
marine and fisheries, relative to tlie orders 
given to the oointnander of tho U. S. rev- 
enue cutter Rush lost summer, ia pretty 
certain to result in a revival of the agita- 
tion as to the jurisdiction over Behring's 
Sc.i. It appears the captain of the Rush 
stated before tho committee that he re- 
ceived secret orders from tho treasury do- 
jiartinent relative to the seizure of British 
<jr other vessels in those waters, the nature 
of which lie did not care to communicate, 
and referred the committee to the treasury 
department for information. Tho commit- 
tee called upon the treasury department 
for that information, but has not yet ob- 
tained a reply. A movement was begun 
in the house to call upon the treasury de- 
ment for u copy of the order. 

From other sources it is ascertained that 
the order was that while the teasel was tn 
continue its original cruise in Alaskan 
waters ostensibly for the purpose of pre- 
venting the illicit capture of seals, no 
seizure slnmld bo made of either British 
or Aiiiuricaii res.teis last season. It ia 
also stated that tho British minister was 
privately informed that no seizures would 
be made. The information was circu- 
lated privately also in Canada, as a result 
of which a large number of Canadians 
made a profitable catch of seals in Hull- 
ring Sea. It is alno stated that an even 
larger number uf Canadian vessels will 
lit out this seaaon for a similar expedition. 
The suggestion is made that the govern- 
ment did not desiro to have any side 
issue raised pending the negotiations con- 
nected iritli the fishery treaty, and this 
secret order to the commander of the 
Hush was part of a policy by which it was 
hoped to avoid uiinocossary trouble. 

The treasury department has called 
upon the commander of the Rush for the 
rettirn to that department of this order. 
iLis said prominent republicans in con- 
gress in tlie two flouBi's are in poasessi(ni 
of information as to the nature of the or- 
der, if they have not a copy, and tho 
action of the treasury department will be 
made the subject of a searching inquiry 
in both Houses.

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ATHLETICS IN EDUGATION. 

Athletics almuld iiu doubt form part of 
any rational syatoin of uducatioii. Eior- 
ciso of aciiue kind is ucceaaary for tlio 
health of tiio inind as woll iia i.if tlio body, 
and it should bo the aim of the educator 
80 to train his pupils that they should 
have sound minda in sound bodies. T> < 
enable him to do this there should be 
to every educational iustitutioii, largo ur 
small, a spacious woll-equijjpod play- 
ground. "All work iind no i)lay makes 
Jack a dull boy," is true in ovory aeiiso, 
und it is iieces.sary if Jack i.s ti) turn (jut 
a MiHii of viLj'oi'diia mind, tit to tako liis 
own purt ill tlie b;ittlo of life, that lie 
should enjoy the oiiportuiiity of liaviiig as 
much play, i"id that of the right sort, 
as is good for him. Professor Shaler, 
who has passed thirty years of his life in 
Harvard as student and teacher, discusses 
the question of Athletics in Education in 
the January number of tho Atluniic 
Monthly, Ho considers that physical cul 
ture attained by means of sports sucli as 
boys are so fond of is essential to the 
bodily mid the inond welfare of the race. 
Ho believes tli;iL the exercise which the 
student pets in playing games nioro C(jiu1ii- 
cive to tho health both of his mind and 
his body than gyinua'itics practiced ac- 
cording to rule. The excitement of the 
game gives the mind, as well as tho body, 
the healthy stimulus they require. He 
gives the first place to football as an atli- 
letio sport and school game. Lacrosse ranks 
noit in his eatiniiition, and after it base- 
ball and cricket. Of eourso tiicae games 
are to be indulged iu nioderatel}', and nut 
made the buainesa of the stmlcut's life. 
It is ilia tiiniiioii that engaging in tliese 
games prevent.s premature and excessive 
intellectual development. This he re- 
gards as one of the greatest benefits of 
athle.tio exercises. "1 think," he says, 
"the youths who have been much given 
tu field sports, or who, in other words, 
have attained a vigorous growth, are apt 
to be from one to two years behind their 
uifttes in their intellectual develoiiinont. " 
But this slowness of growtli i.s coinpeii 
sattsd by greater vigor and a longer term 
of iutellectiial activity. lie conaiderH 
that devotion to iitldetic spurts has the 
effect of lessoning the appetite for nar- 
cotics and stimulants. He has found tliat 
the excessive use of tobacco is far leas ob- 
servable among studonts now than it was 
before athletics came into fashion. 



THE REJECTED TBEATY. 

The I'liited .States .Senate ha.a delinitely 
rejected tho Rosobery-Fhelps extradition 
treaty. That body has many pretexts for 
the action it has taken, but not one rea 
son. it is seldom that an arrangement 
between nations is so urgently requircvl 
as is a good extradition treaty between 
Great Britain and tho United Stfites. 
Every day its iioeeHsily force.a itself on tlie 
attention of tlio jienple of liotli nations. 
ScoundrelB nf evi-ry grade fly to the 
boundary line lietueen Canada and the 
Unitoil .Stales from l)otli sides when they 
find it nccesHary to escape the pmiishmeiit 
wliicli they have richly deserved. Aa 
Boon as that line is crossed the great ma- 
jority of thoni are perfectly safe. There 
is no need of further flight or conceal- 
ment. An American thief, who may have 
brouirht misery and ruin upon tlioiisiinds, 
may walk tho streets of a Canadian city 
as safely as tliu moat law'abidi'ig of its 
citizens, and the Canadian defaulter 
laughs at the officers of justice when ho 
i;eta safely on the American side of the 
line. 

This is a state of things tliiit should 
not exist in civilized or Christiuii coun- 
tries. The United States Senate 
aooiits at the idea of establishing 
a repiprocity of trade in commodities tlrni 
are necessary for the comfort of those liv- 
ing on both sides of tlie boundary, Iml 
it does not lieBitato to iierpotuato a 
reciprocity in tliiiives of every kind and 
degree, who aro a eur.so to the community 
whicli they have left and a rei)roacli to 
country to which tliey have (led. By re- 
jecting tho a.xtradition treaty, tho United 
States Bona te has rondo itself tho accom- 
plice of every thief and other violator of 
tljie of the republic who can eseaiie 
thifl punishment duo to his crime by cross- 
ing the boundary which separates Oanada 
from the United States. And they do 
this W<th malice prepense, for tliey aro ful- 
•ly aware of tho consei|uoncea tliat have fol. 
lowed the neglect oi duty in this matter 
in the jiast, and that must foUotr it in tho 



future. The senatorn who voted against 
the o^afirmatiou of the extradition treaty 
aro the aiders and abettors of every scuun- 
dral who coiiimits a crime with the hope 
of getting off to Canada with his plunder 
before tho officers of justice can get on his 
trick. If those thieves oflorcd to givo tho 
senators a share of tho swag they would 
only do what was fair among pals. 

Ono of tho excuses made by the Sena- 
tors, who, from a mean motive which it is 
futile for them to attempt to disguis^, 
v()te4again9.t.itho iti:!eat7, is, th^tv.it.dpes 
not distinguish clearly enough between 
political and other crimes. This objec- 
tion is woll answered by I'rof. Rogers, 
doan of tho University of Michiijan law 
school. He says "no lover of his kind 
can tolerate for ti nionient tho dagger of 
the assassin or the dynamite bomb of the 
anarchist. Moii who resort to tiioso 
menna to promote any cause, however 
worthy, are inhuman, und they commit 
high treason against humanity and civil- 
ization. It is little less than an insult to 
ask the govormiieiit for their protection. 
They are not political oflenders, but out- 
laws and eiiouiiea of human kind. " Yet 
United .States Senators, afraid of losing 
the votes to their party of men who con- 
aider tho murder of the innocent by dy- 
namite, and tho destruction of private 
property by that or other explosives a 
legitimate moans of furthering a political 
cause, refuse to vote for a treaty which is 
lequired for the projjer enforcement of 
the laws of two nations, and which is de- 
manded by the moral sense and the Chris- 
tian [irinciple of niillioiia. 

THE CURUHCT VIEW. 

Sir John Macdonald, in liis speech in 
reply to the Leader of the ( )pposition in 
the debate on the address, atated tho oh- 
jecti(jn to the agitation in favor of unre- 
stricted reciprocity in tho clearest, aim|)- 
lest and most concise way possible. EIo 
said: "Mr. Speaker, the lion, gentleman 
(.Mr. Laurior) knows, as wo all know, that 
the reason we do not extend our trade to 
the South is that the South won't allow 
IIS to do so. We are all united in wishing 
to do it. We have always been anxious 
to do it. From 1854 to thia moment Can 
ada liaa been ready and has shown her 
readinesa to enter into iiinst friendly com- 
mercial and social relations with the 
L'liited States but tiioy won't have us— 
pBrliaj)s, tinlesa at i\ price which wo do not 
choose to give. (Hear, hear. ) TIio lion, 
geiitleninn, 1 think, woidci not gi\-e that 
price himself. It has been announced by 
the men who will in the near future 
govern the political coutse of the United 
States that there shall be no extension of 
trade with this counti'y unless it is by sell- 
ing our heritage f(n- ii moss of pottage. 
(Clifcra.) Give up our allegiance to our 
Sovereign, by changing our grand position 
as a member of the greatest iimpiro in the 
world for ufl to become the subservient 
outskirts of the neighboring republic I 
(Cheers.) Tho lioii. gentleman oppoaito 
would not pay that price. I know he 
would not pay that price, and unless we 
did pay that price all theBe],hope8 of an 
extension of trade to the South and the 
project of Commercial Union, I think 
must be dropped in silence." ' 

It is no answer to this to assert that the 
(iovoriinient has not been energetic 
encnigh in its eti'orta to <ibt,'\iii reciprocity 
with the l'liited States, or even that it is 
not sincere when it professes to be desir 
ous of obtaining closer trade interconrst 
.'vith that country. .-Va long as tho (hw 
erniuont and the citii^ena (jf tlie Republic 
are unwilling to trade freely with Canada 
the more eagerly Canadians appear to de 
sire reciprocity, the more unwilling Anier 
icans will be to reciprocate. This is seen 
in the reply which several influential or- 
gans of public opinion in tlie States have 
given to tho advances wliich Canadiui 
commercial unionists have already made 
"You cannot, they say, have commercial 
union with ua until you (ire jirepared to 
enter into political union also." Thia i 
tlie price that the A niei icans ask tlio Can 
adiaiis to pay for nnreatrieted reciprocity 
The CanadianOoveruineiit would certainly 
place itself in a singular position if it en 
terod negotiations with the United States 
Government for reciprocity knowing well 
that this is the attitude which the Ameri 
can people have assumed. They will not 
consent to a partial reciprocity such as 
obtained uiidortho old Reciprocity Treaty 
because they consider that Canadians 
would bo by far the greater gainers 
by euch an arrangement, and thoy 
will not agree to unrestricted reciprocity 
or comiiierei.il union, f.jr tliat would givo 
Canadians all the advantages of interatate 
free trade without their being reiinired to 
bear the burdens and to undertake tin; 
responsibilities of United States' citizens, 
is there any party in Canada that would 
liavo its Government seek favors from tiio 
United States which they know before- 
hand Congress lias determined not to 
grant ? 'I'liis would be to make Canada a 
beggar, and would expose it to the liuiiii- 
liation of a rough refusal. None liut a 
few fanatics, whoso opinion is not worth 
considering, believe that recipnjcity on 
fair toima would not ho uilvantjigcoua to 
Canada, but the advantages are not .10 
great, and Canadu is not so destitute 
without them, as to warrant its Govern- 
ment going upon their knees and suppli- 
cating the Americans to extend to their 
country reciprocal free trade. 

If the coininorcial unionists had the 
spirit which free men of any nation ought 
to iiosse.sa thuy would not exjioso thtim- 
selves to another aeries of reliufTs such aa 
tlitiy received last summer from United 
States journaliata and politicians, if only 
for policy sake, they should cease to agi- 
tato for unrestricted reciprocity. Thoy 
must surely bob tlmt the more eager Can- 
adians appear to enter into free trade re- 
lations with the United States the more 
unwilling the Americans are to entertain 
their projiosals. 

It has become evident that there «re 
many in the iioigiihoring ropiiblic who be- 
lieve th.at Canada would bo n valuable 
ac(|uiaition to tho union, and they have 
taken it into their heads that all they have 
to do to bring about tho annexation of 
Canada is to keep her oil', in all matters of 
trade, at arms' length. Denied th(! 
advantagoB of reciprocity, bIio will soon, 
they, th|nk,,sup.fqr poUtjoaf/.ttoign. ...And 
tho,ooKduok.of, these Oapadians ^ who w- 



hibit, what we think is tiot'wrgng to char- 
acterize as nn inordinate desire for frdo 
traue with the States, confirms them in 
this conviction. Thiib they are grossly 
mistaken ovory Canadian who understands 
his countrymen well knows. Canadians 
are very far from being prepared to soil 
ihqmsolves to tho United States fin' .my 
commorcial advantages whatever, and Sir 
John Mucdonald's plain speaking will go 
a long way towards convincing those 
Americans who have/ biseii led (x>' believe 
by the foolial^ ifpieffi^^^ 
writings of some Canadians, that Canada 
is ripe for annexatioii, that they aro griev- 
ously mistaken. It is quite true that tlio 
great majority of Caiiadiana would like lo 
have closer trade relations with the 
United States than now obtain, but it is 
equally true that tho number who aro 
willing to givo as tho price of such rela- 
tions their connection with Great Britain 
or their political indopondunce aro so few 
as to be hardly worth considering. 

It will be seen that Sir John has placed 
tho advocates of commercial reciprocity 
in tho position which thoy must huroaftor 
occupy. The ground taken by our neigh- 
bors across tho lino iiiakog tho advocacy 
f unrestricted reciprocity in Canada menu 
exactly tho same thing as the advocacy of 
annexation. It ia fair to presume that 
the man who now advocates commercial 
union with the United States, or what 
amounts to the samo thing, unrestricted 
reciprocity, is willing to pay the jirico 
which the Americans set upon the exten- 
sion of their system of interstate free 
trade to Canada. TVe do not see how the 
conclusion is to be avoided.

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JEWISH FUNERALS. 

Curioiia Cuntom-i Thiit Ar« <hr Snme Now 
an ill tlio Diiyn uf IVLuNei.

Tlu\v still oat the 
iiioiiniiM-s' meal, as their ancestors did in 
l'al.'stiiu>; tlH'v Uimlln thn nii'innrlal light, 
to coinfoi-t tlir deiiarti'd soul, ns tlioy did, in 
all lild'lihood, n;,'Ps before Judaism was 
known; anil they still recite in imblic the 
uioiirners' prayer, every repetition ni which 
— according to ralibiiiical notions— liel|i.s the 
deceased a step fnrthi.'r out of purgatory. 

Tlie Jews rigidly I'xelnde uU relatives 
from the clKunlier of a dying eo-religioniat. 
( )nly ulraiigers sIkuiKI be present uiien tho 
son! leaves the body. As soon as death oc- 
curs all the vessels m the bouse eniitaining 
wulerare emptied. On the ccnitiiicnt, in 
])laces whero Jews reside, tho eiii|itying of 
the wati-r vi's;iels in Ibo public roadway is 
tlie usual modi! of notifying that adeatU has 
occurred. The practice bad its origin, wo 
gut her from the rabbinical books, in an UUl 
World suiier.-dition that standing water in 
such circumsiaiiees became the abiding 
liliice of certain evil spirits whoso presence 
■in the house was prejudicial both to the dead 
anil to the living. In the interval between 
dentil nud iiilermenl the Jews lay the 
corpse uiion the bare groiiud with the feet 
towaril llie door. The boily is covered, but 
not liing— save occasionally a little straw- 
may lie |)laccil tinder it. Then the two big 
toes are tied together. On (Sabbaths it is 
not, liinvever, permitted to remove a boiiy 
on to the Hour; it would bo work. But ag it 

is s etiuu-3 necessary that this should 

nevertheless be done, rabbinical ingenuity 
lias contrived a nieaiis of acconipli.ilung it 
without violating the siuictity of llie day. 
A loaf of bread js placod upon tho corpse, 
and the two together are lifted to the 
grounil. 11 is held that only tho bread has 
been iiinved, and this is pernitttcd On tho 
Habbalh. 

Two or three hours before the interment 
takes place, tho coromonial puriflcntion of 
the body kiiowu as tho tahara tokos plouo. 
It consists merely in pouring seven defi- 
nite measures of warm water over tlie 
body, while repeating the words: "I will 
pour upon you cleansing waters, and ye 
shall be cleansed of your uncleanltness ; for 
of all your iniquities I will purify you." 
The body is then placed in the coffin, at- 
tired in a white cotton gown known as a 
hUtel. This kittol is, in Northern Europe, 
presented to a bridegroom by his brido on 
the day of their wedding, and i» worn by 
hltn on certain occasions, such as the Day 
of Atonement and the Passover Eve cele- 
bration. It is made by the female relatives 
of the brido, but she herself must not take 
part in tho sowing of it In Poland, Galicia, 
and in Russia the bridegroom always wears 
tho death garment under the wedding can- 
opy during the porroruiuncoof tlio inurriagu 
ceremony. Besides the kittcl, tho body is 
enveloped in the praying scarf or tallth used 
by tho deceased during liie. AVhon this is 
done the relatives are summoned. One by 
one they draw near and bend over tho 
cofttn; a friend takes a sharp knife and 
makes a slit in one of the outer gavnicnts of 
the mourner^-on tho right side if the de- 
ceased- be a parent, on the left if a child. 
Tho mourner himself then rends the gar- 
ment according to the custom of the coun- 
try. In the East the Jows tear the vest- 
ments clean across; in England it is only 
torn a eouiilc of llugei-s' liroudtli. The reoL 
must not bc! sewn up for a month, and the 
mourning garment must be worn, for a 
Iiurent, fully eleven months. The SjiauiBli 
and I'ortuguese Jews rend Ibeir undergar- 
ments as well, E.xeepi aiuunt; the Clermaii 
Jews— as they are ealleil~in this countrv, 
the la.'^l onices of the dead are performed by 
the mi labors of what arc termeil "(.'hevrali 
Iviidishnh," or " Holy lirolherhnod," an or- 
giiiiizaliou formed in every orlliodox con- 
gregation only for this purjiose. 

Just as near reliit ivos are e.xcluded from 
tho deaili chamber, so are leniales )u-iiliib- 
itod from attending a funeral or interment. 
Why this should be so it is dillicull to say. 
The custom of e.xebuliiig wiur.en on such 
occasions is certainly not an ancient one, 
since we know troni the Taliimd and later 
rahbiiiic.-il books that, of old, women j„iiicd 
ill the funeral iiroeessious of their pi'oiile 
chanting ilirires a] iprei o'iat e to the cere- 
mony. However, nowadays they are not 
permitted to jein. anil the oli.-ei|uies are 
alteiiileil by males imly. In .Voi't hern I'hi- 
rope and in parts of Kussiti. a father is not 
allowed to be ))roseiit at the iiiierment of 
the lirst child he is uiifortniiate enough to 
lose. Il is bi'lieved he will lose a second if 
he does; though this will not in it.seif sufilce 
to explain the cvisteiice of so strange a 
custom. Tlie I'olish Jow.s are, however, 
poeuliar in more than this. It is the t:iii- 
versal belief of orthodox Hebrews that the 
resurrection of the deati v.-ill take |)lace in 
the Holy Land, and therefore all bodies 
will have to make tle-ir v.-ay uiidergouiid to 
Palestine befure the Day of' Judgment. So, 
to facilitate this task, 1 he ••('bas-ddim," or 
ultra pious, of Huasia and I'olaiid, put a 
fork in tho hands of the deceased wh.on he 
Is placed m tho ground— for coOlns are 
only used in the e.ise of a h'chor (lirst 
born), lira A<i/en loiieof priestly family)— 
iu order that he may dig his tvay through 
tho ground with it and thus reach the 
Holy Land, where the resurrection takes 
place. 

On leaving a cemetery— -which is known 
as tho beUtdam, "house of eternity," or 
beth haim, " house of life" — it is customary 
to pluck some of the grass growing there 
and throw il over tlio tthouldcr \vithont 
looking back, repeating the words: " Lilu 
inoveth 1 notzach" (Ho will destroy death 
forever). Primarily tho plucking of tho 
grass had no connection with tho formula 
that nowadays accompanies it; but tho orig- 
inal symbolism of tlio act is forgotten, like 
80 many of the practice.H still extant in 
Jewry. On returning from a funeral the 
mourners Udio tlndr .seals en the lloor, 
or on low hassoclfs iihieed upon the Hour, 
and iiartaki' of the •• moii riiers' meal." 
This consists of liaril-lioileil eggs and dry 
bread and salt.wbieii is always preiiared 
by tii'iglihors and is ari-aii;;eil in reaoiiie^s 
for the iiarty iipon a low .-.tuol. It must be 
cuten seated upon tin; lloor, as iiidei^d must, 
all meals during thu whole seven days of 
mourning.

Rheridnn when he was in Kiimpe during tho 
Franco-C lerniaii war, .-i;ud : "1 met (ieiieral 
Shcndaii at a breakfast given by Dr. lie- 
bml, and ', asked liiiii wliv he was on the 
i'riissian side of the war. He replied: '.Mr. 
Ktevens, 1 came aliroad for mie |iurposo— to 
(iscertaiii the value of art iUery as a;,'aiiist 
trained infantry. 1 went, ove-r the battle- 
tields where tin- dead were hastily buried 
and turned over their bodies tii discover tho 
nature of their wounds, and tin.' ex|ierieiico 
I'onllrined my judginent that artillery was 
useless. 1 do not believe in arlillcry a.s an 
auxiliary of war.' (ieiieral (lilibs, who 
was with General Sluu-idan in the Klienan- 
doah valley in his advance against Early, 
once said to me: "No cannon was ever lirod 
at General Sheridan that ho 'did not cap- 
ture,"

Arrives in Victoria Last Brenlng— OhJect 
of HU TUIt to the CapiUl— Uucb In 
prened with the nresperlty ot ..Ibe 
Province. 

Sir George Baden-Powell, K.C.M.G 
M.P. for Liverpool, accompanied by his 
iriend Hon. R. Scott-Montagu, arrived ni 
Victoria by the Islander last evening, and 
is registered at the Driard. Sir George 
has for years past been a prominent figure 
in the politics of the Emjiiro, h.vvin|; been 
entrusted with m>tny important missions 
abroad, as well as having shown himself a 
power on tho floor of tho Hou»o in the 
discussion of any important question af- 
fecting tho interests of any part of Hor 
Majesty's doininiuns. Ilis ])rescut visit 
to tho Pacific coast, while uuollicial, is for 
the |iur|i(iso of acquiring reliable informa- 
tiun ujjou two subjects of tho greatest im- 
portance to tho province of British Col- 
umbia, To a CoLOKiST representative 
who waited upon him shortly after his 
arrival in the city last ovening, he said the 
principal object of his jiresent tour, was 
to nnike a thorough investigation into th 
vexed sealing ([uestion; to obtain all th 
iufornmtion possible in regard to tho mag- 
nitude of the industry; and also in regard 
to the justice of the claim set up by the 
government of the United States of 
jurisdiction over the Bohring's Sea. 
Tho lm|)eriHl Govornment, Sir (ieorgo 
states, when the question of tho sealing 
fisheries camo up two years ago, wore 
strongly in favor of action in the protc' 
tion of the Canadian sealers, and are still 
anxious to extend their protection and 
cure for Canadians all their rights. The 
honorable member for Liverpool (Kirk 
dale division), finds it impossible for him 
to remain in the province as long as ho 
would wish, as he is anxious to be present 
ill the House, which meets on the 'ilst, in- 
stant, to support tho Government in any 
action they may take in the sealing ({ues- 
tion, with all the information which he 
may have acquired. 

The other question of importance which 
claims the attention of the distinguished 
traveller, is that of tho establishment of 
ail .Vtlantic and Pacific steamship service, 
in which Sir George has always mani- 
fested great interest, being mainly instru- 
mental in securing the subsidy for this 
scheme. Faster mail service between 
Liverpool and China and Japan has long 
been desired, and the proposed service 
wdl no d(^ubt meet all requirements of 
the much desired accommodation. Liver- 
|KKil has always been anxious to seo trade 
channels opened uiifroin the oast westward; 
and the .\tlantic and Pacific service con- 
templated will certjiinly save three weeks 
at least in the passage of mails and freight 
between Liverpool and Japan. The only 
obstacle to the successful working of the 
proposed service, suggested, was that 
blockades on the 0. P. R. might cause 
loss and delay. For tho jmrpo.se of ascer- 
taining how much force might be in this 
objection. Sir Ceorge has tiiken tliu 
opportunity of traveling over the road in 
the very worst portion of the year, 
lie found the now road one of the beat 
that ho had ever traveled over. No ox- 
penso had been spared in making it se- 
cure, and danger frein blockades or acci- 
dents reduced to a minimum. An exami- 
nation of tho harbors of British Columbia, 
aa far as ho has seen, has convinced linn 
of their many advantages, although he re- 
marks that they are still in need of better 
lighting. In the near future ho hojies to 
see a Canadian- Australian service estab- 
lished, as it will certainly reduce 
the time of mails and freight between 
England and New Zealand, and in allproba- 
bility between England and Now South 
Wales. This service, he was confident, 
would develop not only an immoiise trade 
between Canada and Australia, but would 
open up tho trade of the entire Domin- 
ion as well as the Pacific Coast province. 
"When working for the subsidy last 
year," remarked Sir George, in conclud- 
ing the interview, "1 was really surjirised 
at the readiness with which tho menibers 
acipiiesced, wdiile their constituents were 
eiitliusiastically in favor of lending assist- 
anco to any project that had fur its oliject 
the advaiicenieiit of Canadian interests 
and the establishnieiit of British jirestigo 
in the Dominion. British Columbia, be- 
fore the opening up of the C. P. R. , was 
so difficult of access that it was always 
alluded to as tho most distant of our pos- 
sessions. Now, however, the oiipnrtunity 
has been afforded of becoming bettor ac- 
quainted, and I am glad to tiud tho jiro- 
vince prosperous and advancing steadily 
with the march of progress."

Jleclaf tbe City nail to Ulscusii the 4Be«tieu 
or Increaslnff tlieir Llceuse Fee to«S5. 

Between thirty and fortjr licensed haok- 

drivers of the city of Victoria met the 
police and hacks committee of the Board 
of Aldermen last evening to exjiress their 
o])inion8 upon the subject of increasing 
the license fee to <<25. Tho drivers di- 
vided upon the (|uestion. The one clsi 
claimed that tho increase in the amount 
of the fee would have the elfeot of driv 
iiigouta very undesirable portion of tho 
coniinunity who obtain a license and 
li.ulge under the present act while driv 
ing no regular vehicle, who are a disgrace 
to the coiiimiiiiity, and who only escape 
prosecution for vagrancy by tho police l)y 
showing their Imdgo. "Dummies" or 
runners for hacks driven by others would 
also be done away with, and the respecta- 
bility of tho class, by the increase of fee, 
would, it was said, be greatly increased. 
On the other side it was contended that 
ni.'iny of the drivers were poor, yet still 
cuniiietcnt and respectable men, wlio 
could ill atlbril paying §25 for a license to 
make an honest living by driving a hack. 
Tho supporters of the petition ooutended 
that all such could, by exercising a little 
lirudence, obtain the amount, and it 
Would be to their own advantage to shield 
themselves against "dummy" drivers, 
and thosi) who now call themselves 
drivers but have no carriage.

THE METLAKAHTLA. UKSEKVE. 

Aa announced briefly by telegram last 
night, an order in council has been passed 
applying the provisions of tho Indian ad- 
vanconient act to the Indians of Metlak- 
uhtla. The order recites that "theso In- 
dians are probably the moat advanced in 
civilization of any of the Indiana on the 
Pacific coast, and are, therefore, well 
fitted for the application of the act to 
thom." For tho purpose of giving effect 
to the application of tho act, the reaervo 
at Motlakahtla will hereafter be known as 
"Tho Motlakahtla Reserve, divided into 
two sections to be designated "Section 
No. 1" and "Section No. 2" respectively. 
The saotiou No. 1 shall extend from the 
(outhwestern extremity of the vUlago to 
Prevost street in tho centre of the village, 
and section No. 2 from Prevost street to 
the northeastern oxtromity of 'tho village 
of Motlakahtla. The number of council- 
lors to bo elected is six, that ia to say, 
three councillors for each section. The 
election of councillors will be hold in tho 
town hall, at Motlakahtla, on the first 
Wednesday in March next, between 10 in 
the forenoon and 4 in the aftarnoon. On 
the Friday following tho election the eoun- 
oillors elected will meet at tba town hall, 
Motlakahtla,- to elect a ehief ooanoillor. 

THE HALBIMAN-D KLECTION'. 

There is great jubilation in grit ranks 
over tho resultof the Haldimand election. 
Pour elections in twenty-eight months 
have been imposed on the people in that 
county, and the end is not yet. The 
liberals have not so very much to crow 
about, however, ovorMr. Colter's victory. 
Tho county has boon reform for years, 
and when fifteen or twenty votes will turn 
tho scale, it can hardly be said that the 
last contest was a "|;reat pronouiicomont" 
in favor of unrestricted reciprocity. In 
fact, unrestricted reciprocity was krat al- 
together in the background, Mr. (V>lter 
preferring to stake his all on his so-called 
"wrong.s. " Many periplo consider that 
tho aniiouncement of tho govern ment'g 
determination not to disallow tho .Teauits 
bill has had a good deal to do with the re- 
sult — tho Orange order boina strong in 
tho county, their votes having been 
cast ill favor of the reform 
candidate this time to punish 
tho government for taking the only course 
that was open to it. General regret is ex- 
pressed in conservative ranks at Dr. 
Montugue's defeat, bat tho doctor is one 
of those men who will not bo quietly 
snufl'ed out and tho country will yot hear 
of him. Mcuutime he may console him- 
self that the "fortune of war" having gone 
against him the day will doubtless come 
whon he again will be problaimed the vic- 
tor.
